PART  I.—EDITIONES  PRINCIPES,  ETC. 
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[Salsette  and  Elephanta — Cofttimied.] 

For  three  successive  years  did  Mr.  Ruskin  compete  for  Newdigate 
honours.  In  1837  he  wrote,  and  sent  up,  The  Gipsies  (printed  in  the 
Poe7ns  of  1850,  pp.  26 — 44),  but  Stanley’s  poem  won.  In  1838  he 
again  tried  with  his  Eocile  of  Saint  Helena  (also  printed  in  the  Poems 
of  1850,  pp.  53 — 66),  when  the  successful  candidate  was  Joseph 
Henry  Dart.  At  last  in  1839  Salsette  and  Elephanta  brought  him  the 
coveted  prize. 

Besides  the  correction  of  the  obvious  printer’s  error  on  p.  15,  there  are  three 
trifling  textual  emendations  in  the  Second  Edition. 

1.  Edition  1839,  p.  10,  line  10  reads  ; 

“ i'Pho  met.,  by  htdud  shore,  tJd  Assyrian  queen." 

In  Edition  1879,  p.  8,  line  4,  it  reads  :

Mr.  Ruskin’s  poem  (which  is  signed  in  full  “John  Ruskin,  Ch.  Ch. 
1839  ”)  is  the  last  in  the  volume,  and  occupies  pages  357 — 371.  It  is 
not  included  in  the  Table  of  Contents,  the  probable  explanation 
being  that  the  body  of  the  book  (including  the  Contents')  was  printed 
before  the  result  of  the  competition  for  the  Newdigate  of  1839  had 
been  made  known  ; the  prize  poem  for  that  year,  together  with  the 
title-page,  being  added  at  the  last  moment.

The  whole  of  the  fourteen  plates  illustrating  the  first  edition  of 
The  Seven  Latnps  of  Architecture  were  etched,  as  well  as  drawn,  by 
Mr.  Ruskin’s  own  hand,  a fact  which  adds  very  considerably  to  the

interest  and  value  of  the  book.*  In  collating  any  copy  of  the  first 
edition  no  difficulty  need  be  experienced  in  ascertaining  if  the  plates 
contained  in  it  are  genuine  examples  of  the  first  issue,  every  plate 
being  distinctly  signed  in  the  left-hand  corner  at  foot  “ J,  R.  del  et  sc.” 
In  all  later  editions  each  plate  (except  No.  ix.)  is  signed  “J.  R.  del” 
in  the  /^/-hand  corner,  and  “ R.  P.  Cuff,  sc.”  in  the  right-\\z.nd.  corner 
at  foot.

[Regarding  the  above  Plates,  Mr.  Ruskin  writes  {Preface,  pp. 
vi — vii) : — 

“ Every  apology  is,  however,  due  to  the  reader  for  the  hasty  and  imperfect 

execution  of  the  plates So  far,  however,  as  their  coarseness  and 

rudeness  admit,  the  plates  are  valuable  ; being  either  copies  of  memoranda 
made  upon  the  spot,  or  (Plates  IX.  and  XI.)  enlarged  and  adapted  from 
Daguerreotypes,  taken  under  my  own  superintendence.  Unfortunately, 
the  great  distance  from  the  ground  of  the  window,  which  is  the  subject 
of  Plate  IX.,  renders  even  the  Daguerreotype  indistinct,  and  I cannot 
answer  for  the  accuracy  of  any  of  the  mosaic  details,  more  especially  of 
those  which  surround  the  window,  and  which  I rather  imagine,  in  the 
original,  to  be  sculptured  in  relief.  The  general  proportions  are,  how- 
ever,  studiously  preserved  ; the  spirals  of  the  shafts  are  counted,  and 
the  effect  of  the  whole  is  as  near  that  of  the  thing  itself,  as  is  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  illustration,  for  which  the  plate  is  given.  For  the 
accuracy  of  the  rest  I can  answer,  even  to  the  cracks  in  the  stones,  and 
the  number  of  them  ; and  though  the  looseness  of  the  drawing,  and  the 
picturesque  character  which  is  necessarily  given  by  an  ende.your  to 
draw  old  buildings  as  they  actually  appear,  may  perhaps  diminish  their 
credit  for  architectural  veracity,  they  will  do  so  unjustly.”]

The  particulars  of  binding,  &c.,  are  identical  with  those  given 
above  in  the  collation  to  the  First  edition  j and,  the  body  of  the 
book  having  been  reprinted  page  for  page  (though  by  no  means 
word  for  word),*  the  same  table  of  Contents  answers  for  either 
issue. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Plates,  the  chief  interest  in  the  Second 
edition  of  The  Seveji  Lamps  of  Architecture  centres  in  the  new 
Preface,  which  contains  (besides  other  points  of  minor  importance) 
an  analysis  of  “ the  character  of  the  emotions  which  are  generally 
felt  by  well-educated  people  respecting  various  forms  of  good 
architecture.”  These  emotions  Mr.  Ruskin  separates  into  four 
general  heads  : (i)  Sentimental  Adjniration,  (2)  Proud  Adrnira- 
tiojt,  (3)  Workmanly  Ad7niration,  (4)  Artistical  and  Rational 
Admiration,  each ‘head’  being  fully  and  elaborately  defined  in 
a separate  paragraph. 


* “I  have  not  ” (wrote  Mr.  Rush  in  in  the  course  of  his  fresh  Preface), 
“except  in  unimportant  particulars,  altered  the  body  of  the  text,  or  added  to 
it.  I would  only  request  the  reader  not  to  regard  it  as  a complete  exponent  of 
the  views  I am  at  present  engaged  in  advocating,  but  rather  as  an  introduction 
to  the  more  considered  and  careful  statements  of  those  views  given  in  the 
‘ Stones  of  Venice,’  and  in  my  Lectures  delivered  at  Edinburgh.”

After  having  served  their  purpose  in  illustrating  the  First  edition  of 
The  Seven  Lamps  of  Architecture  the  whole  of  the  fourteen  plates 
etched  by  Mr.  Ruskin  were  cancelled,  and  a new  set  (with  the 
single  exception  of  No.  IX.)  was  etched  by  Mr.  R.  P.  Cuff.*  For 
Plate  IX.  (“Tracery  from  the  Campanile  of  Giotto,  at  Florence”) 
Mr.  Ruskin  made  a fresh  drawing,  from  which  Mr.  J.  C.  Armytage 
prepared  the  minutely  finished  engraving,  which  in  the  Second 
(and  all  subsequent)  editions  serves  as  Frontispiece.  The  List  of 
Plates  appended  to  the  foregoing  collation  of  the  First  edition 
applies  equally  well  to  the  Second,  save  that  Plate  IX.  is  removed 
from  its  former  position  facing  p.  94,  and  inserted  facing  the 
title-page  as  Frontispiece. 

In  this  (the  second)  edition  the  plates  were  all  lettered  at  foot,  Published  by 
Smith.,  Elder  Co.,  London.

Issued  in  ‘mottled-grey’  paper  boards,  with  the  Title-page  re- 
produced upon  the  front  cover.  There  is  a white  paper  back- 
label,  which  reads:  “The  / Seven  Lamps  / of  / Architecture  / 
By  / John  Ruskin  / 1880.”  The  published  price  was  raised  to 
Two  Guineas,  the  whole  edition  being  printed  upon  Whatman’s 
hand-made  paper. 

There  were  also  75  Large  Paper  Copies  (Half- Atlas  Quarto), 
which  were  published  at  Four  Guineas.  All  these  contained  the 
Advice  referred  to  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

Some  copies  of  the  Third  edition  contain  an  inserted  slip  (called 
Advice,  and  dated  “Brantwood,  Coniston,  May  26th,  1880”) 
before  page  i,  which  reads  as  follows  : — 

“ I find  that,  by  grotesque  mischance,  the  new  preface  takes  no  notice  of  my 
reason  for  printing  some  passages  of  the  book  in  a larger  type,  and 
numbering  them  as  ‘aphorisms.’  If  the  reader  will  attend  to  them,  he 
will  find  their  serviceableness  and  security  justify  this  preference  ; and, 
these  being  first  well  understood,  the  rest  of  the  book  will  become  also 
lucid  and  cogent : — else  it  might  be  taken  for  a mere  mist  of  fine  words, 
and  read — practically — in  vain.”  * 

It  was  not  until  a considerable  portion  of  the  edition  had  been 
disposed  of  that  Mr.  Ruskin  became  aware  of  the  “grotesque 
mischance  ” in  question.  The  above  Advice  was  at  once  printed, 

* It  is  for  the  benefit  of  such  collectors  as  may  possess  copies  in  which  this 
slip  is  wanting  (but  which  are  certainly  not  rendered  imperfect  by  its  absence) 
that  I have  reprinted  the  above  Advice  in  full. — T.  J.  W. 
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and  inserted  in  the  unsold  copies  of  the  book,  and  was  also 
sent  to  the  owners  of  such  copies  as  had  already  passed  into 
circulation.  The  Aphorisms  referred  to  (some  of  which  are 
extended  to  a considerable  length)  are  33  in  number.  The 
Advice  was  followed  by  a list  of  six  Errata.  The  errors  enumer- 
ated in  it  were  corrected  in  the  two  subsequent  editions.  The 
text  was  further  elucidated  by  the  addition  of  fifty-five  foot-notes, 
numbered  consecutively.*

In  the  course  ot  his  new  Preface  to  this  (the  Third)  edition,  Mr. 
Ruskin  writes  : 

“ But  I find  the  public  still  like  the  book — and  will  read  it,  when  they  won’t 
look  at  what  would  be  really  useful  and  helpful  to  them  ; — and  as  the 
germ  of  what  I have  since  written  is  indeed  here, — however  overlaid  with 
gilding,  and  overshot,  too  splashiiy  and  cascade-fashion,  with  gushing  of 
words, — here  it  is  given  again  in  the  old  form  ; all  but  some  pieces  of 
rabid  and  utterly  false  Protestantism,  which  are  cut  out  from  text  and 
appendix  alike,* * * §  and  may  serve  still  to  give  the  old  editions  some  value  yet, 
in  the  eyes  of  book  collectors  and  persons  studious  (as  the  modern  reviewing 
mind  mostly  is — to  its  large  profit)  of  mistakes  in  general.” 


Plates. 

The  Plates  used  in  the  Second  edition  were  again  employed  for  the 
Third, t without  any  alteration  whatsoever.  They  occupy,  however,

\_Foiirth  Editio7i : 1883.] 

The  Fourth  Edition  of  The  Seven  Lamps  of  Architecture  was 
issued  in  July  1883,  and  (although  the  types  were  entirely  re-set) 
is  an  exact  page  for  page  reprint  of  its  predecessor,  the  words 
Foiirth  Editio7t  being  added  to  the  Title-page  in  lieu  of  Nesv 
Edition.  The  Errata  noted  in  the  Advice.,  already  described, 
were  corrected,  and  the  Advice  itself  became  a Note  which  was 


German  engraver — my  memory  fails  me  about  it  now — ) in  which,  the  ground 
being  laid  very  soft,  a piece  of  tissue-paper  is  spread  over  it,  on  which  one 
draws  with  a hard  pencil — seeing,  when  the  paper  is  lifted,  approximately  what 
one  has  got  of  shadow.  The  pressure  of  the  point  removes  the  wax  which 
sticks  to  the  tissue-paper,  and  leaves  the  surface  of  the  plate  in  that  degree 
open  to  the  acid.  The  effect  thus  obtained  is  a kind  of  mixture  of  mezzotint 
— etching — and  lithograph  ; and,  except  by  such  skill  as  Mr.  Cuff  possessed  in 
a peculiar  degree,  not  to  be  imitated  in  any  other  manner.  The  vignette 
frontispiece  is  also  an  excellent  piece  of  work  by  Mr.  Armytage,  to  whose  skill 
the  best  illustrations  of  ‘ Modern  Painters  ’ owe  not  only  their  extreme 
delicacy  but  their  permanence.  Some  of  his  plates,  which  I am  about  to  re- 
issue with  portions  of  the  book  separately,  arranged  according  to  their  subjects, 
show  scarcely  any  loss  of  brightness  for  any  use  hitherto  made  of  them. 

“ But,  having  now  all  my  plates  in  my  own  possession,  I wdll  take  care  that 
none  are  used  past  the  time  that  they  will  properly  last  ;*  and  even  the  present 
editions  of  these  old  books  can  never  become  cheap — though  they  will  be,  I 
trust,  in  time,  all  sufhciently  accessible.”

Besides  the  above  textual  corrections  an  important  change  was  made 
in  the  ‘ setting’  of  the  poem.

I feel  able  to  use  now  with  my  readers,  the  real  temper  in  which  I began  the 
best  work  of  my  life.  My  mother  at  once  found  fault  with  the  words 
‘sanguine  stain,’”  \Behold  the  twilight's  sg.nguine  staiti]  “as  painful,  and 
untrue  of  the  rose-colour  on  snow  at  sunset ; but  they  had  their  meaning  to 
myself, — the  too  common  Evangelical  phrase,  ‘washed  in  the  blood  of  Christ,’ 
being,  it  seemed  to  me,  if  true  at  all,  true  of  the  earth  and  her  purest  snow,  as 
well  as  of  her  purest  creatures  ; and  the  claim  of  being  able  to  find  among  the 
rock-shadows  thoughts  such  as  hermits  of  old  found  in  the  desert,  whether  it 
seemed  immodest  or  not,  was  wholly  true.  Whatever  might  be  my  common 
faults  or  weaknesses,  they  were  rebuked  among  the  hills  ; and  the  only  days  I 
can  look  back  to  as,  according  to  the  powers  given  me,  rightly  or  wisely  in 
entireness  spent,  have  been  in  sight  of  Mont  Blanc,  Monte  Rosa,  or  the 
Jungfrau.” — {Preeterita,  Vol.  Ill,  pp.  2 — 3.)

Note. — The  pieces  marked  with  an  asterisk  {*)  were  probably  printed 
for  the  first  time  in  this  volume,  an  exhaustive  search  among 
the  contents  of  the  numberless  Magazines  and  Atinuals  of  the 
period  having  failed  in  bringing  any  of  them  to  light.  The  Gipsies 
and  The  Exile  of  St.  Helena  having  failed  in  the  competitions  for 
the  Newdigate  in  1837  and  1838,  were  hardly  likely  to  have  been 
offered  to  the  Annual-x&z.dimg  public  so  soon  after  their  official 
rejection.  The  remainder  of  the  Poems  had  appeared  previously 
as  separately  indicated  above.  The  book  contains  a total  of 
6052  lines.  It  is  interesting  to  find  that  there  are  two  poems  by 
Mr.  Ruskin  which  were  not  “ collected  ” by  their  author  when 
preparing  his  volume  of  1850  for  the  press.  The  first  is  Saltz- 
burg,  which  was  printed  in  Frietidship' s Offering  for  1835,  pp.

t There  is  still  extant,  and  in  print,  a short  poem  composed  when  Ruskin 
was  yet  a child  hardly  nine  years  of  age.  Exhibiting,  as  it  does,  a promise 
of  poetic  instinct  which  time  unhappily  has  failed  to  redeem,  the  piece  can 
well  bear  repeating  here.  Let,  for  example,  the  lines  be  placed  side  by  side 
with  some  such  puerile  effort  as  the  Verses  on  a Cat,  produced  by  Shelley  at 
about  the  same  age,  and  the  comparison  will  be  found  to  yield  small  credit  to 
the  poet  of  Adonais  and  The  Cenci.  The  poem  was  written  at  Glen  Farg,  just 
north  of  Loch  Leven,  on  New  Year’s  Day,  1828,  and  was  printed  by  Mr. 
Ruskin  in  The  Queen  of  the  Air,  1869,  p.  128.  [New  edition,  1874,  P-  ^35? 
and  cheap  edition,  1887,  pp.  154 — 155.]

Issued  in  ornamental  glazed  paper  boards,  worded  in  exact  accord- 
ance with  the  reading  of  the  Title-page,  save  that  the  letters  are  not 
printed  from  types,  but  are  engraved  after  a fanciful  design  by 
Doyle.

\Second  Edition : 1851.] 

The  First  edition  of  The  King  of  the  Golden  River  speedily  ran 
out  of  print,  and  a Second  was  immediately  called  for.  Except 
for  one  not  very  important  particular  it  is  exactly  identical  with  its 
predecessor,  the  only  variation  being  a trifling  change  in  the 
reading  of  the  printed  Title-page,  which  runs  :

With  the  Second  edition  the  price  was  reduced  to  Half-a-Crown, 
at  which  figure  all  subsequent  editions  of  the  book  have  been 
issued. 

Mr.  George  Allen,  of  Orpington,  possesses  a copy  of  the  Second 
edition  of  The  King  of  the  Golden  River,  the  printed  Title-page  of 
which  is  identical  in  every  particular  with  that  of  the  Third  edition, 
even  to  the  orthography  of  the  word  Stiria — which  is  spelt  with  a ‘ y.’ 
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[The  King  of  the  Golden  River — Continued?)^ 

We  have  thus  to  face  the  fact  that  there  are  two  varieties  of  this  par- 
ticular edition  of  the  book  ; a fact  which  no  one  (not  even  Messrs. 
Smith,  Elder,  and  Co.,  its  original  publishers)  is  able  to  account  for.*

[ Third  Edition : 1851.] 

It  was  not  long  before  the  Second  edition  of  The  King  of  the 
Golden  River  was  followed  by  a Third.,  which  made  its  ap- 
pearance before  the  close  of  the  year.  It  is  an  exact  reprint  of 
its  predecessors,  varying  only  in  the  printed  title,  and  in  this 
matter  it  differs  from  both  the  first  and  the  second  editions,  f The 
Title-page  reads  : 

The  / King  of  the  Golden  River  ; / or  / The  Black 
Brothers  : / A Legend  of  Styria.  / Illustrated  by  Richard 
Doyle.  / Third  edition.  / London : / Smith,  Elder,  & Co., 
65,  Cornhill.  / MDCCCLI. 

It  will,  doubtless,  be  noticed  that  the  above  title  reads  Styria.  It  is 
somewhat  curious  to  find  that  although  the  error  had  been 
discovered  and  corrected  previous  even  to  the  issue  of  the  first 
edition,  it  was  repeated,  and  allowed  to  pass  unobserved,  upon 
the  very  title-page  of  the  third  ; although  upon  every  other 
occasion  where  the  word  is  used  (including  the  outside  cover)  the 
corrected  spelling  is  adopted. 


* The  only  theory  I can  advance  to  solve  the  mystery  is  that  the  Title  was 
originally  set,  with  the  discarded  spelling  ‘ y in  error,  and  that  upon  the 
error  being  observed  in  time  the  Title  was  re-set  before  the  edition  was  finally 
printed  off ; — Mr.  Allen’s  copy  in  that  case  would  probably  be  unique.  But 
why,  then,  should  the  setting  of  the  whole  Title  be  altered  to  the  form  given  in 
the  above  collation  ? And  why,  when  the  Third  edition  was  prepared,  should 
it  be  again  set  (and  the  setting  adopted)  in  the  earlier  (and  discarded)  form? —

On  August  25//;,  1856  an  edition  of  The  King  of  the  Golden 
River  was  published,  purporting  to  be  the  Third.,  and  differing 
from  its  predecessors  in  several  respects.  The  Title-page  reads  : 

The  King  of  the  / [cut  of  South-  West  Wind,  Esqi\  Golden 
River  / or  the  / Black  Brothers  / A Legend  of  Stiria.  / By 
John  Ruskin,  M.A.  / Illustrated  by  Richard  Doyle,  / Third 
edition.  / London : / Smith,  Elder,  and  Co.,  65,  Cornhill.  / 
MDCCCLVI. 

The  first  portion  of  this  title,  down  to  Brothers,  is  not  printed  from 
types,  but  from  an  engraved  block  by  Richard  Doyle.  This 
block  formed  a part  of  the  original  ornamental  design  which 
appeared  upon  the  front  cover  of  the  three  previous  editions. 
■When  the  block  for  stamping  the  cloth  cases  of  this  (the  fourth) 
edition  was  prepared  the  design  was  changed  (as  will  be  seen  from 
the  following  collation),  and  this  portion,  being  no  longer  required 
for  the  cover,  was  utilised  to  heighten  the  pleasing  appearance  of 
the  printed  title.  This  engraved  portion  of  the  printed  title,  as 
also  the  design  impressed  upon  the  cover,  have  remained  un- 
changed in  all  subsequent  editions  of  the  book.

Accordingly  it  also 
was  published  as  the  “third  edition,”  and  thus  there  are  Ten  editions  of  the 
book  extant,  although  the  latest  (which  is  still  current)  bears  “ Ninth  edition  ” 
upon  its  title-page.

Issued  in  deep  orange-coloured  cloth  boards,  lettered  “ The 
King  / of  the  / Golden  River  / or  the  / Black  Brothers  ” (with 
a cut  of  South-  West  Wind,  Esq.  above)  on  the  front,  and  “ The 
King  of  the  Golden  River  ” up  the  back.*  In  this  edition  the  two 
illustrations  which  appeared  upon  the  cover  of  the  three  earlier 
editions  re-appear  separately ; one  (the  portrait  of  South  West 
Wind,  Esq.)  remaining  on  the  cover  as  before,  the  other  {Gluck 
and  the  King  of  the  Golden  River)  being  transferred  to  the  head 
of  the  page  of  Advertisement  (p.  vii).

\^Foir,'th  Editio7i — so-called : 1859.] 

The  (so-called)  Fourth  Edition  of  The  King  of  the.  Golden  River 
is  formed  of  the  ‘remainder’  sheets  of  the  {so-called)  Third 
Edition,  provided  with  a new  Title-page  dated  “ mdccclix.” 
This  new  Title-page  may  be  readily  detected.  In  the  first  place 

* This  ornamental  lettering  upon  the  front  has  remained  unchanged  through 
all  the  subsequent  editions  of  the  book.  After  the  Sixth  edition,  however, 
the  volume  ceased  to  have  any  lettering  upon  the  back.

it  is  a ‘ cancel-leaf,’  inserted,  a fact  which  will  become  apparent 
upon  a very  cursory  examination.  In  the  second  place  it  is 
printed  upon  a thin  white  paper,  whilst  that  used  for  the  body 
of  the  book  is  thick  and  slightly  toned. 

How  many  copies  of  the  book  were  thus  converted  it  is 
impossible  to  say,  as  no  record  has  been  kept  by  the  publishers. 
The  number,  however,  could  not  have  been  large  as  the  edition 
has  now  become  of  considerable  scarcity,  and  it  was  only  after  a 
prolonged  search  that  a copy  was  procured  for  use  by  the  Editor 
in  the  compilation  of  this  bibliography.

\Fifth  Edition — so-called:  1863.] 

The  {so-called)  Fifth  Edition  of  The  King  of  the  Golden  River 
published  in  September,  1863.  For  this  edition  the  types  were 
entirely  reset,  and  the  copies  produced  exhibit  several  variations 
from  those  of  the  editions  immediately  preceding  it.  In  the 
first  place  the  imprint  upon  the  reverse  of  the  Half-title  disappears 
altogether,  whilst  that  of  Messrs.  Spottiswoode  & Co.,  upon  the 
foot  of  the  last  page,  is  replaced  by  the  following : “ London : 
Smith,  Elder  & Co.,  Little  Green  Arbour  Court,  Old  Bailey,  E.C.” 
A change  was  also  made  in  the  method  of  paging.  In  the 
five  preceding  editions  the  pages  containing  the  preliminary 
matter  were  unnumbered,  whilst  the  body  of  the  book  was 
furnished  with  arabic  numerals,  commencing  with  p.  i at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Legend.  In  this  edition  the  whole  book  is  paged 
c ontinuously  throughout,  commencing  with  p.  i at  the  Half-title, 
the  Frontispiece  and  engraved  Title  being  excluded  ; the  Collation 
is  therefore  “ pp.  64,  with  Frontispiece  and  Engraved  Title  added.” 
This  method  of  enumeration  has  been  continued  in  the  remaining 
four  editions  of  the  book  which  have  been  issued  up  to  date.

This  edition  was  the  first  to  be  electrotyped.  The  plates 
prepared  were  used  to  print  the  (so-called)  Sixth,  Seventh,  and 
Eighth  editions.

{Sixth  Edition — so-called:  1867.] 

The  {so-called)  Sixth  Edition  of  The  King  of  the  Golden  River 
(the  Title-page  of  which  is  undated)  was  published  in  October, 
1867,  and  was  printed  from  the  electro  plates  of  its  immediate 
predecessor.  It  was  the  last  edition  published  by  Messrs.  Smith, 
Elder  and  Co.,  and  was  printed  by  Messrs.  Spottiswoode  and  Co., 
whose  imprint  (which  reads  “London  : Printed  by  / Spottiswoode 
and  Co.,  New-street  Square  / and  Parliament  Street  ”)  is  placed  at 
the  foot  of  the  last  page. 

The  {so-called)  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Editions  were 
uniformly  issued  in  cloth  boards  of  a deep  orange  colour ; the 
lettering  upon  the  front  and  up  the  back  being  alike  in  each 
instance.

{Seventh  Edition — so-called:  1882.] 

The  {so-called)  Seventh  Edition  of  The  King  of  the  Golden  River 
was  printed,  as  was  the  edition  preceding  it,  from  the  stereo  plates 
of  the  {so-called)  Fifth.  The  Title-page  (which  is  undated)  has 
“ George  Allen,  / Sunnyside,  Orpington,  Kent  ” in  place  of  Smith, 
Elder  and  Co.  as  publisher  ; and  the  imprint  at  the  foot  of  p.  64 
reads  : “ Chiswick  Press : — C.  Whittingham  and  Co.,  Tooks 
Court,  Chancery  Lane.”  It  was  issued  (on  JIdy  2^th,  1882)  in 
cloth  boards  of  a dark  claret  colour,  with  the  old  design  upon 
the  front.  It  has  no  lettering  upon  the  back.

[Eighth  Edition — so-called:  1886.] 

The  old  stereo  plates  of  the  {so-called)  Fifth  Edition  of  The  King 
of  the  Golden  River  were  again  employed  for  the  production  of  the 
{so-called)  Eighth,  which  differs  in  no  wise  from  its  immediate 
predecessor  save  in  having  the  date  (1886)  added  to  its  title- 
page.  The  cloth  boards  in  which  it  was  issued  were  of  a dark 
green  colour.  It  was  published  in  December,  1886.

For  the  {so-called)  Ninth  Edition  of  The  King  of  the  Golden 
River  the  type  was  entirely  reset,  and  some  minor  changes 
occurred  in  consequence.  Firstly  the  Half-title  reads  “ The 
King  of  the  Golden  River,”  instead  of  “ King  of  the  Golden 
River,”  as  in  all  former  editions.  In  the  second  place  the  Title- 
page  is  dated  1888,  and  has  at  the  foot  of  its  reverse  the  imprint 
“ Printed  by  Hazell,  Watson,  & Viney,  Ld.,  London  and  < 
Aylesbury.”  This  imprint  is  repeated  at  the  foot  of  the  last 
page.  The  colour  of  the  cloth  covers  was  again  dark  green. 
This  edition  (which  was  published  in  June,  1888)  is  still  (1889)  in 
print. 

The  “ little  girl,”  to  please  whom  this  story  was  written,  was  Miss  Euphemia 
Gray,  one  of  the  daughters  of  a Perth  lawyer,  and  now  Lady  Millais.*

The  Text,  which  was  written  by  Mr.  Ruskin  to  illustrate  the  Plates, 
remained  unchanged  in  all  subsequent  issues  of  the  book.  The 
Table  of  Coiitents  and  List  of  Plates  given  above  serve  equally 
well  for  any  of  the  later  editions.  In  his  Preface  Mr.  Ruskin 
wrote  : 

“At  Turner’s  death,  the  series,  so  magnificently  announced  under  the  title  of 
the  ‘Harbours  of  England,’  consisted  only  of  twelve  plates,  all  the  less 
worthy  of  their  high  sounding  title  in  that,  while  they  included  illustrations 
of  some  of  the  least  important  of  the  watering  places,  they  do  not  include 
any  illustration  whatever  of  such  harbours  of  England  as  Liverpool, 
Shields,  Yarmouth  or  Bristol.  Such  as  they  were,  however,  I was 
requested  to  undertake  their  illustration.  As  the  offer  was  made  at  a 
moment  when  much  nonsense,  in  various  forms,  was  being  written  about 
Turner  and  his  works,  ...  I accepted  the  trust ; partly  to  prevent  the 
really  valuable  series  of  engravings  from  being  treated  with  injustice,  and 
partly  because  there  were  several  features  in  them  by  which  I could 
I’ender  more  intelligible  some  remarks  I wished  to  make  on  Turner’s 
marine  painting  in  general.  These  remarks,  therefore,  I have  thrown 
together,  in  a connected  form  ; less  with  a view  to  the  illustration  of  these 
particular  plates,  than  of  the  general  system  of  ship-painting  which  was 
characteristic  of  the  great  artist.  I have  afterwards  separately  noted  the 
points  which  seemed  to  me  most  deserving  of  attention  in  the  plates 
themselves.”

The  Plates,  which  are  twelve  in  number,  were  engraved  in  Mezzotint 
by  Thomas  Lupton  from  drawings  by  Turner.  Six  of  these  Plates 
were  originally  published,  by  the  engraver  himself,  in  a work 
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commenced  by  Turner  under  the  title  of  Ports  of  England. 
Three  numbers  only,  each  containing  two  engravings,  were 
issued.  Scarborough  diTid  Whitby  were  published  in  1826,  Dover 
and  Ramsgate  in  1827,  and  Sheerness  and  Portsmouth  in  1828. 
The  work  was  then  discontinued,  but  in  1856  these  six  engravings 
were  republished,  accompanied  by  six  new  plates,  and  with 
illustrative  text  by  Mr,  Ruskin,  under  the  title  of  The  Harbours 
of  England.

Surrey.” 

Issued  in  red  cloth,  ornamented  with  black  rules ; and  lettered  on 
the  front  cover  “ Turner  & Ruskin’s  / Harbours  of  England,”  and 
“ Harbours  of  England  ” up  the  back.  Plate  I,  Dover.,  is  used  as 
a frontispiece,  although  the  List  of  Plates  gives  its  position  (as  in 
the  previous  editions)  as  facing  page  29.  The  publishers’  imprint 
is  removed  from  the  Plates,  otherwise  the  lettering  remains  as 
before.

\Fifth  Edition:  1877.] 

On  November  2gth,  1876,  Messrs.  Smith,  Elder  & Co.,  having 
purchased  the  copyright,  issued  an  edition  of  The  Harbours  of 
England,  the  Title-page  of  which  reads  ;

Lupton  / from  original  drawings  made  expressly  for  the 
work  by  / J.  M.  W.  Turner,  R.A.  / with  Illustrative  Text  / 
by  John  Ruskin,  LL.D.  / Author  of  “ Modern  Painters  ” 
etc.  etc.  / New  Edition.  / London  : Smith,  Elder,  & Co.,  15 
Waterloo  Place.  / 1877. 

Except  in  minute  particulars,  the  Collation  again  agrees  with  that 
of  the  Second  edition.  It  was  issued  in  Imperial  Quarto, 
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the  imprint,  which  is  at  the  foot  of  page  53,  being 
“ London  : printed  by  / Spottiswoode  and  Co.,  New-Street 
Square  / and  Parliament  Street.”  The  date  (April,  1856) 
is  re-inserted  at  the  end  of  the  Preface. 

The  Plates,  which  had  become  considerably  worn,  were  retouched 
by  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Tomkins.  They  are  lettered  as  before,  but  with 
the  following  imprint  “ London  : Smith,  Elder,  & Co.,  15,  Waterloo 
Place.” 

Issued  in  green  cloth,  lettered  on  the  front  cover  “ Harbours  of  / 
England  / Turner  & Ruskin  ” ; and  up  the  back  '‘Harbours  of 
England  Turner  & Ruskin.”  The  published  price  was  Twenty-five 
Shillings. 

In  the  note  on  page  73  of  Frondes  Agrestes,  Mr.  Ruskin  says  : — “ I am  rather 
proud  of  the  short  sentence  in  the  ‘ Harbours  of  England’,  describing  a great 
breaker  against  rock  : — ‘ One  moment,  a flint  cave, — the  next,  a marble  pillar, 
— the  next,  a fading  cloud.’”  It  is  interesting  to  observe,  however,  that  in 
quoting  this  passage  Mr.  Ruskin  gives  a variation  of  the  original  version, 
which  reads  ; — “ One  moment  a flint  cave,  the  next  a marble  pillar,  the  next 
a mere  white  fleece  thickening  the  thundery  rain.” — See  The  Harbours  of  Eng- 
land, p.  24. 

To  show  the  relative  value  of  the  various  editions  of  The 
Harbours  of  England,  it  may  be  worth  noting  that  Artist’s  Proofs, 
in  portfolio,  of  the  First  edition  sell  for  Eleven  to  Twelve  Guineas ; 
Proofs  from  Three  to  Four  Guineas  ; Prints,  Two  Guineas.  Gam- 
bart’s  undated  edition  can  be  obtained  for  about  Twenty-eight 
Shillings;  whilst  good  second-hand  copies  of  the  subsequent 
editions  range  from  Seven  Shillings  and  Sixpence  to  Fifteen 
Shillings.

[Of  the  Fourth  Period,  Mr.  Ruskin  wrote  in  his  prefatory  note  “In  1845 
his  (Turner’s)  health  gave  way,  and  his  mind  and  sight  partially  failed. 
The  pictures  painted  in  the  last  five  years  of  his  life  are  of  wholly  inferior 
value.”  And  on  page  75  : — “ I shall  take  no  notice  of  the  three  pictures 
painted  in  the  period  of  decline.”] 

Marlborough  House  was  at  that  time  occupied  by  the  Department 
of  Science  and  Art,  and  these  pictures  were  placed  there  for  ex- 
hibition pending  the  provision  of  a suitable  Room  or  Rooms  for  their 
reception  at  the  National  Gallery.  The  dispositions  of  Turner  re- 
specting his  pictures  generally  were  expressed  in  codicils  to  his  Will. 
By  these  codicils  his  finished  pictures  were  bequeathed  to  the  Nation 
“provided  that  a room  or  rooms  are  added  to  the  present  National 
Gallery,  to  be,  when  erected,  called  ‘ Turner’s  Gallery.’”  One  of  the 
codicils  referred  to  (the  third  in  the  order  of  the  Will)  fixed  a term  of 
five  years  as  the  period  within  which  the  above  provisions  should  be 
carried  out.  The  fourth  codicil  extended  the  term  to  ten  years.

The  Second  and  Third  Editions  of  Notes  on  the  Turner  Gallery

Before  issuing  the  Fifth  Edition  of  Notes  on  the  Timier  Gallery 
at  Marlboro2igh  House  (published  in  Jtdy  1857)  Mr.  Ruskin  again 
revised  the  text  of  the  pamphlet.  The  Title-page  agrees  with  the

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previous  edition,  with  the  exception  of  “ Fifth  ” edition  taking  the 
place  of  “Fourth,”  and  the  words  “with  a Preface”  being 
omitted.  The  collation  differs  to  this  extent  that,  consequent 
upon  the  additions  to  the  Text  detailed  below,  the  number  of 
pages  was  increased  to  91  ; the  Text  of  the  Notes  occupying  pp. 
I — 82;  and  the  Appendix  pp.  83 — 91.  The  Preface*  was 

slightly  altered,  some  fresh  passages  of  minor  importance  being 
added,  and  a few  verbal  corrections  made. 

The  alterations  in  the  Text  are  somew'hat  numerous,  though 
many  of  them  are  of  but  minor  importance.

In  the  previous  editions  of  his  Notes  Mr.  Ruskin  gave  (on  pp.  14 — 15, 
under  the  description  of  No.  476,  Shipwreck)  an  account  of 
Turner’s  Snowstorm.  Although  this  picture  belonged  to  the 
Nation,  it  had  not  yet  been  hung  in  the  Gallery.  In  the  Fifth 
edition  of  the  pamphlet  this  description  was  transferred  to 
pp.  71 — 72  (No.  580,  Snowstorm),  the  picture  having  in  the 
meantime  been  added  to  the  Collection.  The  anecdote  supplied 
by  the  Rev.  W.  Kingsley  is,  however,  peculiar  to  the  Fifth  Edition.

M.  W.  Turner,  R.A.,  at  present  exhibited  in  the 
National  Gallery.  This,  being  a distinct  publication,  will  be 
fully  described  in  its  chronological  order.

Page  43, — Frame  68.  The  drawing  of  Shields  [see  p.  39  of  ed.  1857]  was 
removed,  it  being  considered  “ too  violent  in  effect.”  Its  place  was  taken 
by  that  of  Okehampton,  which  Mr.  Ruskin  described  as  “perfectly 
beautiful  in  every  respect,  and  entirely  characteristic  of  Turner’s  best  work 
in  the  central  period.”  Both  drawings  are  from  the  Rivers  of  England. 

The  numbering  of  the  Drawings  differs  in  most  instances  from  that 
of  the  earlier  edition,  the  numbers  attached  to  them  in  the  E.xhibition 
having  evidently  been  altered. 

A criticism  of  the  above  Catalogue  having  appeared  in  The  Literary  Gazette 
of  November  6,  1858  (pp.  600 — 602),  Mr.  Ruskin  replied  in  a letter  addressed 
to  the  editor,  which  was  printed  in  The  Literary  Gazette  the  following  week, 
November  13,  1858,  No.  20,  New  Series,  pp.  633 — 4.  This  letter  was  partly 
reprinted  in  The  Two  Paths,  as  Appendix  iv — Subtlety  of  Hastd.  It  may  also 
be  found,  in  full,  in  Arrows  of  the  Chace,  1880,  Vol.  I,  pp.  127 — 142.  The 
Literary  Gazette  contained  on  pp.  664 — 666  of  its  issue  of  November  20,  1858, 
a reply  to  this  letter,  but  Mr.  Ruskin  did  not  continue  the  controversy. 

In  Vol.  5 of  Modern  Painters,  pages  v — vii  of  the  Preface,  Mr. 
Ruskin  gave  an  interesting  account  of  his  labours  in  connection  with 
the  arrangement  of  the  Turner  Drawings.

The 
work  will  be  completed  in  twelve  numbers,  each  containing  at  least  two 
engravings,  the  whole  forming,  when  completed,  two  volumes  of  the 
ordinary  size  of  my  published  works  ; the  first,  treating  mostly  of  drawing, 
for  beginners  ; and  the  second,  of  colour,  for  advanced  pupils.” — The 
Laivs  of  Fesole,  P^'eface,  pp.  xiv — xv. 


Only  Four  Parts,  forming  Vol.  I.  of  the  work,  have  been  issued  up 
to  the  present  time  {December,  1889).  The  title-page  of  the  book

“ Your  Museum  at  Oxford  is  literally  the  first  building  raised  in 
England  since  the  close  of  the  fifteenth  century,  which  has 
fearlessly  put  to  new  trial  this  old  faith  in  nature,  and  in 
the  genius  of  the  unassisted  workman,  who  gathered  out  of 
nature  the  materials  he  needed.

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Second  Issue  : 

The  Second  issue  of  the  Second  Edition  was  either  formed  of 
‘ remainder  ’ sheets  of  the  First  issue,  or  was  worked  from  the 
‘standing’  types  used  for  that  issue;  mechanical  similarities 
proving  that  the  types  were  not  re-set.  A new  illustration  (a  fold- 
ing “ Plan  of  Upper  Floor  of  the  Museum,”)  was  added  to  face 
p.  32.  The  Wrapper  and  Table  of  Contents  were  reprinted,  a 
variation  occurring  in  each  case.  Upon  the  Wrapper  the  words 
“ Price  One  Shilling  ” were  added  below  the  rule,  and  a line  was 
inserted  in  the  Contents  mentioning  the  additional  illustration.  In 
other  respects  the  collation  is  as  above.  The  book  was  not 
‘ boarded,’  but  the  wrappers  were  stiffened  by  ‘ end-papers,’  pasted 
down. 

Third  Issue  : 

The  Third  issue  of  the  Second  Edition  differs  greatly  from  its 
two  predecessors.  A considerable  portion  of  the  type  was  re-set, 
and  at  least  one  alteration  was  made  in  the  text,  viz.,  on  p.  73, 
where  the  following  passage  was  re-inserted  in  parenthesis  in 
Prof.  Phillips’s  letter : “ (see  the  splendid  fern  sculpture  above 
Marychurch  shaft).”  The  types  for  the  wrapper  were  also  re-set, 
and  the  ruled  frame  somewhat  increased  in  size.  The  colour 
was  changed  from  dark  to  light  blue,  and  the  paper  left  un- 
stiffened. The  advertisements  which  filled  the  ‘ end-papers  ’ of 
the  earlier  issues  were  cancelled.*  But  the  most  important  point  of 
interest  attaching  to  this  (the  third)  issue  of  the  Second  Edition 
of  The  Oxford  Museum  is  that  the  original  Frontispiece  [the  Fern 
Capital],  which  was  omitted  from  the  two  previous  issues  of 
this  edition  (as  also  from  the  Third  and  Fourth  editions),  was

Text. 

In  the  course  of  his  Preface  to  the  Third  Edition  Dr.  Acland 
wrote  : “ The  Letters  from  Mr.  Ruskin,  which  appeared  in  the  previous 
editions,  will  be  issued  separately.”  They  were  accordingly  omitted 
from  the  text  of  The  Oxford  Museum.  The  intention  that  they  should 
be  issued  separately  was,  however,  not  carried  out,  and  they  were  not 
again  reprinted  until  1880,  when  they  were  included  in  Vol.  i of 
Arrows  of  the  Chace.*  In  the  other  portions  of  the  book,  also,  many 
minor  variations  occur,  several  passages  being  omitted. 

Illustrations. 

The  only  Illustrations  to  the  Third  Edition  are,  (i)  Plan  of  Ground 
Floor  of  the  Museum,  and  (2)  Plan  of  Upper  Story.  The  former 
(which  is  considerably  curtailed)  is  utilised  as  a frontispiece ; whilst 
the  latter  is  inserted  to  face  p.  63.

This  Preface  is  dated  School  of  Art, 
Manchester,  / March  \c)th,  1859.” 

The  Lecture  was  delivered  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Alanchester 
School  of  Art,  held  at  the  Royal  Institution,  Mosley  Street. 

The  major  portion  of  The  Unity  of  Art  was  reprinted  (with  the 
text  considerably  revised)  in  The  Two  Paths,  1859,  pp.  55 — 89  : * it  is 
the  second  lecture  in  the  volume.

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provided  with  a General  Title-page  until  a later  edition,  although 
“Vol.  I.”  was  lettered  on  the  back.  Many  minor  alterations 
were  made  in  the  text  of  the  two  Lectures  {Of  Kings'  Treasuries 
and  Of  Queens'  Gardens),  and  a new  Preface  was  substituted  for 
the  one  which  had  appeared  in  the  three  previous  editions.  In 
addition  to  the  text  being  revised,  a third  Lecture  {The  Mystery 
of  Life  and  its  Arts)  was  added.  The  Title-page  reads  : —

Issued  in  purple  calf,  with  gilt  edges,  tooled  after  an  ecclesiastical

I.  / Sesame  / and  / Lilies.”  The  published  price  to  the  trade 
(to  whom  only  the  volume  was  at  first  sold)  was  Seven  Shillings, 
the  retail  bookseller  being  requested  to  add  his  own  profit.  In 
Septe77iber  1872  (on  which  date  Mr.  George  Allen  commenced  to 
sell  this  book  as  Mr.  Ruskin’s  agent)  the  price  was  raised  to  Nine 
Shillings  and  Sixpence,  at  which  the  book  was  supplied  to  the 
trade  and  to  the  public  alike.  On  January  xst,  1874,  the  price 
was  increased  to  Eighteen  Shillings.  It  was  not  until  July  1882 
that  copies  of  the  book  were  put  up  in  boards,  it  being  then  in  its 
Fourth  edition  in  this  form. 
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Some  of  the  earliest  copies  of  this  edition  contained  a half-page  slip,  inserted 
at  the  commencement  before  the  blank  fly-leaf,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

“ Advertisement. 

“ It  has  long  been  in  my  mind  to  make  some  small  beginning  of  resistance  to  the  existing 
system  of  irregular  discount  in  the  bookselling  trade, — not  in  hostility  to  booksellers,  but,  as  I 
think  they  will  find  eventually,  with  a just  regard  to  their  interest,  as  well  as  to  that  of 
authors.  Every  volume  of  this  series  of  my  collected  works  will  be  sold  to  the  trade  without 
any  discount  or  allowance  on  quantity,  at  such  a fixed  price  as  will  allow  both  author  and 
publisher  a moderate  profit  on  each  volume.  It  will  be  sold  to  the  trade  only  ; who  can  then 
fix  such  further  profit  on  it  as  they  deem  fitting,  for  retail. 

“ Every  volume  will  be  clearly  printed,  and  thoroughly  well  bound : on  such  conditions  the 
price  to  the  public,  allowing  full  profit  to  the  retailer,  may  sometimes  reach,  but  ought  never 
to  exceed  half  a guinea,  nor  do  I wish  it  to  be  less.  I will  fully  state  my  reasons  for  this 
procedure  in  the  June  number  of  Fors  Clavigera. 

“ The  price  of  this  first  volume  to  the  trade  is  seven  shillings.” 

\x\  September  1872  the  above  slip  was  cancelled,  and  the  following  (occupying 
2 pages,  crown  8vo)  was  issued  in  its  stead  : — 

“ Advey'tisement. 

“ The  Series  of  which  this  Volume  forms  a part  will  contain  all  that  I think  useful  of  my 
former  writings,  so  joined  to  my  present  work  as  to  form  a consistent  course  of  teaching — I do 
not  mean  by  “ consistent  ” that  the  progress  or  arrangement  of  it  will  be  on  any  regular  system, 
but  that  I will  not,  so  far  as  I can  help,  say  the  same  thing  oftener  than  is  necessary  to  gain 
attention  for  it ; and  that  I will  indicate  the  connection  of  each  subject  with  the  rest,  as  it, 
indeed,  existed  in  my  mind  always,  though  I have  been  forced  by  mischance  to  write  copiously 
sometimes  on  matters  about  which  I cared  little  and  sparingly  of  what  was,  indeed,  much  in 
my  thoughts. 

“The  Volumes  will  each  contain,  on  the  average,  two  hundred  pages  of  text,  and  those 
which  are  illustrated  not  more  than  twenty-one  plates. 

“They  will  all  be  well  printed  and  well  bound  ; and  I intend  the  price  asked  for  them  by 
the  retail  bookseller  to  be  half-a-guinea  for  those  without  plates,  and  a guinea  for  the  illus- 
trated volumes. 

“ Some  will  be  worth  a little  less  than  others  ; but  I want  to  keep  my  business  simple,  and 
I do  not  care  that  anybody  should  read  my  books  who  grudges  me  a doctor’s  fee  per 
volume. 

“ But  I find,  in  the  present  state  of  trade,  that  when  the  retail  price  is  printed  on  books, 
all  sorts  of  commissions  and  abatements  take  place,  to  the  discredit  of  the  author,  and  I am 
convinced,  in  the  end,  to  everyone  else’s  disadvantage.  I mean  therefore,  to  sell  my  own 
books,  at  a price  from  which  there  shall  be  no  abatement ; namely  gs.  6d.,  the  plain  volumes, 
and  igs.  the  illustrated  ones. 

“ My  publishers,  Messrs.  Smith,  Elder  & Co.,  will  sell  all  my  books  at  that  price  over 
their  counter  ; and  my  general  agent,  Mr.  G.  Allen,  Heathfield  Cottage,  Keston,  will  supply 
this  volume  at  the  price  of  gs.  6d.,  without  abatement,  carriage  paid,  to  any  person  in  town  or 
country,  on  remittance  of  the  price  of  the  number  of  volumes  required.  He  has  my  positive 
orders  to  attend  to  no  letter  requesting  either  credit  or  abatement.” 

In  January,  1874,  this  Advertisement  was  again  revised.  It  was  headed 
“ Advice,”  and  was  increased  to  pages.  The  prices  in  the  third  para- 
graph were  altered  to  “ twenty  shillings”  and  “ thirty  shillings”  respectively, 
for  the  plain  and  illustrated  volumes  ; and  the  paragraph  concluded  “of 
which,  however,  I fear  there  cannot  be  many.  I find  the  trouble  and  difficulty 
of  revising  text  and  preparing  plates  much  greater  than  I expected.”  The 
prices  in  the  fifth  paragraph  were  altered  to  “ i8j.  the  plain  volumes,  and  fi 
"js.  6d.  the  illustrated  ones.”*’  From  this  point  the  Advice  continues  thus  : 

“ My  publisher,  Mr.  G.  .Mien,  Sunnyside,  Orpington,  Kent,  will  supply  the  volumes  as  per 
list  annexed,  without  abatement,  carriage  paid,  to  any  person  in  town  or  country,  on  remittance 
of  the  price  of  the  number  of  volumes  required.  He  has  my  positive  orders  to  attend  to  no  letter 
requesting  either  credit  or  abatement. 


* Original  subscribers  to  the  entire  Series  were,  however,  supplied  at  the 
rate  of  9r.  6d.  and  igs.  respectively. 
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“ I hope  in  time,  that  the  system  may  be  adopted  by  other  authors,  and  that  the  public  may 
gradually  see  its  reasonableness,  and  pay  their  ten  per  cent,  justly,  and  openly,  to  the  retail 
bookseller.  How  much  more  than  ten  per  cent,  he  takes  from  them  at  present,  by  conceal- 
ment or  equivocation,  they  may  judge  by  observing  the  eagerness  of  his  endeavour  to  hinder 
the  sale  of  these  books  on  the  terms  conceded  to  him.”

1865  ed.  p.  1 1 8.  The  last  paragraph  of  this  Lecture  is  omitted  from  the 
edition  of  1871 ; it  reads  : “Friends,  the  treasuries  of  true  kings 
are  the  streets  of  their  cities  ; and  the  gold  they  gather,  which 
for  others  is  as  the  mire  of  the  streets,  changes  itself,  for  them 
and  their  people,  into  a crystalline  pavement  for  evermore.” 

1871  ed.  In  this  edition  notes  are  added  to  paragraphs  10,  22,  25,  30, 
33  (the  first  note),  34,  35  (two  notes),  36  (the  first  note),  37  (the 
first  note),  and  an  addition  made  to  the  second  note  to  par.  37. 

Lecture  II.  Of  Queeni  Gardens. 

1865  ed.  p.  130  reads:  “ as  a gentle  angel,  to  save  merely  by  her  pre- 
sence, and  defeat  the  worst  intensities  of  crime  by  her  smile.” 
1871  ed.  end  of  § 57  reads:  “as  a gentle  angel,  bringing  courage  and 
safety  by  her  presence,  and  defeating  the  worst  malignities  of 
crime  by  what  women  are  fancied  most  to  fail  in, — precision  and 
accuracy  of  thought.  ” 

To  the  1871  edition,  notes  are  added  to  paragraphs  59  and  70,  and  an 
addition  is  made  to  the  note  to  par.  65. 

[“  The  first  book  of  which  a new  edition  is  required  chances  to  be  Sesat>ie  and 
Lilies,  from  which  I now  detach  the  old  preface,  about  the  Alps,  for  use 
elsewhere  ; and  to  which  I add  a lecture  given  in  Ireland  on  a subject 
closely  connected  with  that  of  the  book  itself.  I am  glad  that  it 
should  be  the  first  of  the  complete  series,  for  many  reasons ; though  in 
now  looking  over  these  two  lectures,  I am  painfully  struck  by  the  waste  of 
good  work  in  them.  They  cost  me  much  thought  and  much  strong 
emotion  ; but  it  was  foolish  to  suppose  that  I could  rouse  my  audiences  in

[“  I resolved  to  make  it  the  central  work  of  my  life  to  write  an  exhaustive 
treatise  on  Political  Economy.  It  would  not  have  been  begun,  at  that 
time,  however,  had  not  the  editor  of  Fraser's  Magazine  written  to  me, 
saying  that  he  believed  there  was  something  in  my  theories,  and  would 
risk  the  admission  of  what  I chose  to  write  on  this  dangerous  subject  ;

[“  Photography  cannot  exhibit  the  character  of  large  and  finished  sculpture  ; 
but  its  audacity  of  shadow  is  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  more  roughly 
picturesque  treatment  necessary  in  coins.  For  the  rendering  of  all  such 
frank  relief,  and  for  the  better  explanation  of  forms  disturbed  by  the  lustre 
of  metal  or  polished  stone,  the  method  employed  in  the  plates  of  this 
volume  will  be  found,  I believe,  satisfactory.  Casts  are  first  taken  from 
the  coins,  in  white  plaster  : these  are  photographed,  and  the  photograph 
printed  by  the  autotype  process.  Plate  XII.  is  exceptional,  being  a pure 
mezzotint  engraving  of  the  old  school,  excellently  carried  through  by  my 
assistant,  Mr.  Allen,  who  was  taught,  as  a personal  favour  to  myself,  by 
my  friend,  and  Turner’s  fellow- worker,  Thomas  Lupton.  Plate  IV.  was 
intended  to  be  a photograph  from  the  superb  vase  in  the  British  Museum, 
No.  564  in  Mr.  Newton’s  Catalogue  ; but  its  variety  of  colour  defied 
photography,  and  after  the  sheets  had  gone  to  press  I was  compelled  to 
reduce  Le  Normand’s  plate  of  it,  which  is  unsatisfactory,  but  answers  my 
immediate  purpose.  The  enlarged  photographs  for  use  in  the  Lecture 
Room  were  made  for  me  with  most  successful  skill  by  Sergeant  Spackman, 
of  South  Kensington  ; and  the  help  throughout  rendered  to  me  by  Mr. 
Burgess  is  acknowledged  in  the  course  of  the  Lectures  ; though  with 
thanks  which  must  remain  inadequate  lest  they  should  become  tedious  ; 
for  Mr.  Burgess  drew  the  subjects  of  Plates  III.,  X.,  and  XIII.  ; and 
drew  and  engraved  every  woodcut*  in  the  book.” — Preface,  pp.  viii — ix.]

The  text  of  the  'jth  Thousand  shows  considerable  change  when  compared 
with  its  predecessor.  The  Prefatory  Note  is  revised,  the  text  descriptive  of 
Groups  I — IX  is  slightly  altered,  and  ends  on  p.  51.  The  nine  Drawings  Nos. 
62 — 70,  of  which  the  titles  only  were  given  in  the  previous  editions,  are  now 
placed  as  Group  X,  Sunset,  with  full  descriptions  which  occupy  pp.  52 — 57. 
Two  foot-notes  were  added  on  pp.  14  and  23  and  retained  in  the  subsequent 
editions.  The  Illustrative  Studies  and  Supplementary  Sketches  (pp.  58 — 67) 
are  no  longer  divided  into  Groups,  and  the  descriptions  of  them  are  consider- 
ably revised,  many  passages  being  omitted.  The  Epilogue,  which  in  the  four 
previous  editions  had  been  printed  just  as  Mr.  Ruskin  left  it  when  he  was  taken 
ill,  was  re-written,  and  is  much  altered — although  its  purport  remained  the  same. 

Some  copies  purporting  to  be  of  the  Seventh  Thousand  agree  with  the 
collation  of  the  Third,  described  above.  These,  evidently,  are  ‘ remainder  ’ 
copies  put  up  in  the  wrappers  printed  for  the  Seventh  Edition.

The  Volume 
was  also  issued  in  mottled-grey  paper  boards,  with  white  paper 
back-label,  at  the  same  price. 

The  Bible  of  Amiens  was  originally  published  in  five  separate  parts, 
consisting  of  four  Chapters  and  an  Appendix.  Each  Chapter  had  its 
own  title-page  ; these  vary  as  follows  from  that  of  the  completed 
volume,  after  the  Author’s  name  : —

Chap.  I.  was  issued  on  Decei?iber  list,  1880  ; Chap.  II.  in  December,  1881  ; 
Chap.  HI.  in  March,  1882  ; Chap.  IV.  in  October,  1883  ; and  the  Appendix 
in  Ji,me,  1885.

“ It  is  intended  to  issue  this  book  in  the  same  form  as  the  original  numbers  of  ‘ Fors  with 
an  illustration  of  some  kind  to  each  number,  at  the  price  of  ‘Fors’ — viz.,  tenpence — with  a 
French  edition  similarly  at  a franc  in  France.! 

“The  first  number  is,  however,  published  without  its  illustration  (plate  I),  that  it  may  be  in 
time  for  Christmas  ; two  plates  (map  and  plan)  will  be  given  with  the  second  number,  and 
probably  some  of  the  author’s  architectural  studies,  as  the  work  proceeds. 


* An  octavo  leaf,  printed  on  both  sides,  dated  “March,  1882.”  This 
‘Advice’  had  been  previously  issued  with  the  date  of  “Christmas,  1881.” 
The  substance  of  the  ‘ Advice  ’ may  also  be  found  printed  in  many  of  Mr. 
Allen’s  lists. 

t “The  first  plate  for  the  Bible  of  Amiens,  curiously  enough,  failed  in  the 
engraving  ; and  I shall  probably  have  to  etch  it  myself.  It  will  be  issued  with 
the  fourth,  in  the  full-size  edition  of  the  fourth  chapter,” — ‘Advice,’  March, 
1882,  note. 

+ A French  edition,  however,  was  not  issued. 
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“In  connection  with  its  issue,  a series  of  illustrative  photographs  will  he  prepared  and  sold 
by  Mr.  Ward.  The  author  has  already  given  a commission  at  Amiens,  for  upwards  of  thirty 
plates,  to  be  taken  from  the  bas-reliefs  of  the  Cathedral  front,  forming  a series  like  that  which 
he  has  already  taken  and  illustrated  from  the  Tower  of  Giotto  ; and  he  trusts  that  his  final 
efforts  (made  under  much  difficulty  and  discouragement)  to  preserve  some  record  of  thirteenth- 
century  sculpture  may  be  at  least  so  far  encouraged  by  the  public  as  to  admit  of  their  con- 
tinuance without  serious  loss  to  himself.  Profit  in  such  undertakings  cannot  be  looked  for ; 
nor,  for  special  reason,  does  the  Author  intend,  from  this  work — text,  plate,  or  photograph — 
himself  to  receive  any.” 

The  following  is  a transcript  of  the  greater  part  of  the  ‘Advice/  issued  at 
Christmas,  1881,  and  again  in  March,  1882,  to  which  reference  has  been  made 
on  p.  281 : — 

Advice. 

“ The  three  chapters*  of  ‘ Our  Fathers  have  told  us,’  now  submitted  to  the  public,  are 
enough  to  show  the*proposed  character  and  tendencies  of  the  work,  to  which,  contrary  to  my 
usual  custom,  I now  invite  subscription,  because  the  degree  in  which  I can  increase  its  useful- 
ness by  engraved  illustration  must  greatly  depend  on  the  known  number  of  its  supporters.  I 
do  not  recognize^  in  the  present  state  of  my  health,  any  reason  to  fear  more  loss  of  general 
power,  whether  in  conception  or  industry,  than  is  the  proper  and  appointed  check  of  an  old 
man’s  enthusiasm  : of  which,  however,  enough  remains  in  me,  to  warrant  my  readers  against 
the  abandonment  of  a purpose  entertained  already  for  twenty  years.  The  work,  if  I live  to 
complete  it,  will  consist  of  ten  parts,  each  taking  up  some  local  division  of  Christian  history, 
and  gathering,  towards  their  close,  into  united  illustration  of  the  power  of  the  Church  in  the. 
Thirteenth  century.  The  next  chapter,  which  I hope  to  issue  soon  after  Christmas,  completes 
t’ne  first  part,  descriptive  of  the  early  Frank  power,  and  of  its  final  skill,  in  the  Cathedral  of 
Amiens.  The  second  part,  ‘ Ponte  della  Pietra,’  will,  I hope,  do  more  for  Theodoric  and 
Verona  than  I have  been  able  to  do  for  Clovis  and  the  first  capital  of  France.  The  third, 

‘ Ara  Celi,’  will  trace  the  foundations  of  the  Papal  power.  The  fourth,  ‘ Ponte-a-Mare,’  and 
the  fifth,  ‘ Ponte  Vecchio,’  will  only  with  much  difficulty  gather  into  brief  form  what  I have  by 
me  of  scattered  materials  respecting  Pisa  and  Florence.  The  sixth,  ‘ Valle  Crucis,’  will  be 
occupied  with  the  monastic  architecture  of  England  and  Wales.  The  seventh,  ‘ The  Springs 
of  Eure,’  will  be  wholly  given  to  the  Cathedral  of  Chartres.  The  eighth,  ‘ Domremy,’  to  that 
of  Rouen  and  the  schools  of  architecture  which  it  represents.  The  ninth,  ‘ The  Bay  of  Uri, 
to  the  pastoral  forms  of  Catholicism,  reaching  to  our  own  times.  And  the  tenth,  ‘ The  Bells 
of  Cluse,’  to  the  pastoral  Protestantism  of  Savoy,  Geneva,  and  the  Scottish  Border.  Each 
part  will  consist  of  four  sections  only  ; and  one  of  them,  the  fourth,  will  usually  be  descriptive 
of  some  monumental  city  or  cathedral,  the  resultant  and  remnant  of  the  religious  power  ex- 
amined in  the  preparatory  chapters.  One  illustration  at  least  will  be  given  with  each  chapter, 
and  drawings  made  for  others,  which  will  be  placed  at  once  in  the  Sheffield  museum  for  public 
reference,  and  engraved  as  I find  support,  or  opportunity,  for  binding  with  the  complete  work. 
As  in  the  instance  of  Chapter  IV.  of  this  first  part,  a smaller  edition  of  the  descriptive  chapters 
will  commonly  be  printed  in  reduced  form  for  travellers  and  non-subscribers  ; but  otherwise,  I 
intend  this  work  to  be  furnished  to  subscribers  only.”

A four  page  ‘ Advice  ’ was  issued  with  reference  to  the  Travellers'  Edition, 
the  greater  portion  of  which  was  reprinted  in  ‘ Appendix  II  ’ to  the  com- 
plete work,  the  opening  paragraph  of  the  ‘ Advice  ’ (which  was  not 
reprinted)  reads  as  follows  : — 

“This  fourth  number  of  the  Bible  of  Amiens  is  printed  before  the  second  and  third,  (on 
which  I am  earnestly  occupied  ) in  a reduced  size  for  the  convenience  of  travellers,  who  may 
wish  to  possess  this  number  only  as  a guide  to  the  Cathedral,  without  bringing  the  whole 
work.  It  will,  however,  be  printed  uniformly  with  the  rest,  for  the  subscribers  to  the  complete 
series.  The  second  number  is  finished  in  MS  , but  I find  correction  of  press  very  irksome, 
and  can  only  add  a very  little  of  that  work  to  the  task  of  composition.” 

A later  edition  of  this  ‘Advice’  was  issued,  dated  November,  1886,”  the 
portion  printed  above  being  slightly  revised.

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at  the  Gallery,  from  which  the  obnoxious  Preface  was  omitted.

These  have  been  bought  by  no  means  exclusively  for 
the  museum  at  Sheffield,  but  in  view  of  a design  long  entertained  by  me  of  making  miner- 
alogy, no  less  than  botany,  a subject  of  elementary  education,  even  in  ordinary  parish 
schools,  and  much  more  in  our  public  ones.

My 
time  in  the  autumn  of  1883,  and  again  in  the  spring  of  last  year,  was  therefore  principally 
occupied  in  the  connection  of  our  Sheffield  series  with  three  others, — one,  the  above- 
mentioned  primarily  illustrative  specimens  in  the  British  Museum  ; * one,  a collection  of 
two  hundred  examples,  which  I chose  out  of  my  own  private  collection  and  presented  to 
thq  Museum  at  Kirkcudbright ; T and  the  third,  of  a serjes  especially  founded  on  the 
forms  of  flint,  which  I similarly  arranged  for  the  boys’  preparatory  school  at  St.  David’s, 
Reigate.  The  catalogues  of  these  three,  and  the  revised  Sheffield  one,  will  be  published 
by  Mr.  Allen,  with  the  rest  of  my  books,  and  further  systematized  by  a little  handbook  on 
the  Grammar  of  Silica,  giving  the  definitions  under  which  the  specimens  intended  for 
parish  schools  may  be  arranged  with  intelligible  conformity.”

They  were  preceded  by  the  following  editorial  note  : — 

“We  are  enabled,  through  Mr.  Ruskin’s  kindness,  to  publish  this  month  a series  ofletters  to 
a friend  upon  the  functions  and  formation  of  a model  Museum  or  Picture  Gallery.  As  stated 
in  our  last  issue,  the  question  arose  thus: — .A.t  the  distribution  of  the  prizes  to  the  School  of 
Art  at  Leicester  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Linton  and  Mr.  James  Orrock,  members  of  the  Institute  of 
Painters  in  Water  Colours,  the  latter  after  stating  the  vital  importance  of  study  from  nothing 
but  the  finest  models,  and  expressing  his  regret  that  the  present  price  of  works  of  Art  of  the 
first  class  rendered  their  attainment  by  schools  almost  prohibitory,  offered  drawings  by 
William  Hunt  and  David  Cox  as  a nucleus  for  a collection.  He  urged  others  to  follow  this 
example,  and  with  so  much  success  that  a few  days  saw  a large  sum  and  many  works  of  art 
promised  in  aid  of  a students’  gallery.  The  attention  of  the  Leicester  Corporation  was  there- 
upon drawn  to  the  movement,  and  they  at  once  endeavoured  to  annex  the  scheme  to  their 
Museum.  Failing  in  this,  they  in  friendly  rivalry  subscribed  a large  sum  of  money,  and  the 
question  at  once  arose  how  best  to  dispose  of  it,  each  naturally  thinking  his  own  ideas  the 
best.  At  this  juncture,  Mr.  Ruskin’s  aid  was  invoked  by  one  section  of  the  subscribers,  and 
he  replied  in  a letter  which,  owing  to  its  having  been  c.rculated  without  its  context,  has  been 
open  to  some  misconstruction.  As  he  was  only  asked,  so  he  only  advised,  what  should  not 
be  done.  However,  the  letter  bore  its  fruits,  for  both  parties  have  had  the  attention  of  the 
country  drawn  to  their  proposals,  and  so  are  now  more  diffident  how  to  set  about  carrying 
them  into  effect  than  they  were  before.  Under  these  circumstances  Mr.  Ruskin  has  been 
induced  to  set  out  the  mode  in  which  he  considers  an  Art  Museum  should  be  formed.”

One 
of  these  was  the  subject  of  Plate  31,  Vol.  IV,  ‘The  Aiguille 
Blaitiere  ’ from  the  same  point  of  view.”

The  following  extract  from  a letter  written  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Le  Keux  to  the 
compilers  of  this  Bibliography  may  be  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  Plates 
\xv  Modern  Painters : — “Mr.  Ruskin  never  fixed  a price,  I charged  what  I 
liked,  he  never  complained — in  fact  offered  more.  One  Plate,  ‘ The  Tree 
Stump  of  Claude,’*  he  said  I had  made  too  good,  having  put  in  too  much  touch. 
I promised  to  alter  it.  On  my  next  visit  I took  him  another  proof  which  is 
the  Plate  printed.  He  asked  me  how  I had  altered  it  so  well.  I told  him  I 
had  not  altered  the  Plate,  but  had  engraved  another,  as  it  was  much  less  trouble 
than  scraping  out  and  altering.  ‘Then  charge  me  for  both  plates,’ was  his 
request.  I did  so.  Mr.  Ruskin  was  especially  pleased  with  ‘ The  Moat  of 
Nuremberg.’  The  tree  stem  of  Albert  Diirer,t  reproduced  line  for  line  in  the 
plate  of  tree  stems,  he  thought  a marvel.”

Although 
styled  “A  New  Edition”  upon  the  title-pages,  it  is  generally  known 
as  the  Autograph  Edition,  from  the  fact  of  the  new  Preface  being 
signed  by  the  author.  The  text  of  this  edition  is  practically  a reprint 
of  the  previous  edition  of  each  volume.

Preface  to  New  Edition. 

“ I have  been  lately  so  often  asked  by  friends,  on  whose  judgment  I can  rely, 
to  permit  the  publication  of  another  edition  of  ‘Modern  Painters’  in  its 
original  form,  that  I have  at  last  yielded,  though  with  some  violence  to  my  own 
feelings  ; for  many  parts  of  the  first  and  second  volumes  are  written  in  a 
narrow  enthusiasm,  and  the  substance  of  their  metaphysical  and  religious 
speculation  is  only  justifiable  on  the  ground  of  its  absolute  honesty.  Of  the 
third,  fourth,  and  fifth  volumes  I indeed  mean  eventually  to  re-arrange  what  I 
think  of  permanent  interest,  for  the  complete  edition  of  my  works,  but  with 
fewer  and  less  elaborate  illustrations  : nor  have  I any  serious  grounds  for  re- 
fusing to  allow  the  book  once  more  to  appear  in  the  irregular  form  which  it 
took  as  it  was  written,  since  of  the  art-teaching  and  landscajDe  description  it 
contains  I have  little  to  retrench,  and  nothing  to  retract. 

“ This  final  edition  must,  however,  be  limited  to  a thousand  copies,  for  some 
of  the  more  delicate  plates  are  already  worn,  that  of  the  Mill  Stream  in  the 
fifth  volume,  and  of  the  Loire  Side  very  injuriously  ; while  that  of  the  Shores 
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of  Wharfe  had  to  be  retouched  by  an  engraver  after  the  removal  of  the  mezzo- 
tint for  reprinting.  But  Mr.  Armytage’s,  Mr.  Cousen’s,  and  Mr.  Cuff’s  mag- 
nificent plates  are  still  in  good  state  ; and  my  own  etchings,  though  injured, 
are  still  good  enough  to  answer  their  purpose. 

“I  sign  with  my  own  hand  this  preface  to  every  copy,  thus  certifying  it  as 
containing  the  best  impressions  of  the  original  plates  now  produceable ; and 
belonging  to  the  last  edition  of  the  book  in  its  complete  form.”

Edition”  were  added  to  the  title-page,  above  the  publishers’  imprint.f 

* Although  Mr.  Ruskin  states,  in  a note  on  p.  266,  that  this  plate  was  not 
from  a drawing  of  his  but  was  engraved  by  Mr.  Armytage  from  two  daguerreo- 
types, yet  the  drawings  of  the  windows  done  by  Mr.  Ruskin  R-  the  engraver 
are  in  existence  ; the  upper  one  being  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Smart, 
junr.,  and  the  lower  one  belonging  to  Mr.  William  Ward.

Regarding  the  above  pamphlet  Dr.  Furnivall,  in  a letter  to  the  Editor, 
writes  as  follows  : — 

“ When  we  started  our  Working  Men’s  College  (now  in  Great  Ormond 
St.,  Bloomsbury,)  in  1854,  I felt  that  we  ought  to  introduce  ourselves  to 
the  working-men  whose  good-will  we  sought,  by  some  writing  which 
would  show  that  we  had  genuine  sympathy  with  them.  I could  find  nothing 
suitable  in  F.  D.  Maurice’s  books,  but  Ruskin’s  eloquent  and  noble  words 
about  workmen  and  art  in  his  chapter  on  Gothic  Architecture  struck  me 
as  the  very  thing.  I accordingly  got  leave  from  him,  as  he’d  kindly 
volunteered  to  look  after  our  Art  Classes,  to  reprint  this  noble  Chapter  ; 
and  on  our  opening  night  in  St.  Martin’s  Hall,  three  friends  and  I took 
sections  of  the  Hall,  and  gave  every  one  who  came  in,  a copy  of  Ruskin’s 
tract.  I can’t  tell  you  how  many  were  printed,  but  suppose  600  at  first — 
cost  me  or  £6,  I think — and  perhaps  500  afterwards.  The  tract  was 
naturally  much  liked,  and  folk  thought  it  would  bring  the  College  a little 
money ; so  I got  Ruskin  to  lend  me  the  block  (or  stereo)  in  Smith’s 
hands,  of  the  Doge’s-Palace  cut,  put  an  orange  cover  on  the  new  issue  on 
rather  larger  paper,  and  the  College  got  what  proceeds  came  from  it. 
Kenny  didn’t  print  the  tract  himself — he  was  too  small  a man,  but  got 
Spottiswoode  or  Bradbury  to  do  it  for  him.  The  whole  thing  was  my 
idea,  and  carried  out  by  me. — F.  J.  F.”

Some 
years  ago  Mr.  Ruskin  intended  to  publish  them  in  England,  but  hesitated  on  account  of  the 
poverty  of  the  old  magazine  illustrations,  which  were  inferior  woodcuts, — mere  libels  on  his 
original  sketches.  Now,  however,  we  are  able  to  represent  his  early  architectural  draughts- 
manship in  a worthier  manner,  by  a characteristic  series  of  plates,  executed  in  the  best 
possible  style  of  photogravure  bjr  Messrs.  Walker  & Boutall,  and  the  Swan  Electric 
Engraving  Company.  As  frontispiece  is  given  a facsimile  in  colour  by  Messrs.  Gilbert, 
Whitehead  and  Co.,  of  a sketch  at  Croydon,  on  which  Mr.  Ruskin's  marginal  note  is  ; — 
‘ Looking  to  end  of  Market  Street  from  my  aunt’s  door.  One  of  my  quite  best  beginnings.’ 
“A  few  of  the  old  cuts,  necessary  to  the  text,  are  reproduced,  and  some  are  replaced  by 
engravings  from  sketches  by  the  Author.  Possessors  of  the  Architectural  Magazine,  vol.  v. , 
will  be  interested  in  comparing  the  woodcut  of  the  cottage  in  Val  d’ Aosta  (p.  104  of  that 
volume)  with  the  photogravure  from  the  original  pencil  drawing,  which  faces  p.  29  of  this 
work.

Press,  writes  : “ The  same  type  (vdthout  the  alteration  of  a 
letter,  so  far  as  we  know)  was  kept  standing,  but  the  leads 
were  altered,  so  that  the  book  made  fewer  pages ; the  half-titles 
before  each  lecture  were  dropped,  and  the  whole  was  printed 
on  crown  octavo,  instead  of  demy  octavo,  paper,  for  sale  in 
America.  Messrs.  Macmillan  & Co.  published  it  in  this  less 
luxurious  form  in  the  States.”

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PREFACE. 

This  Bibliography  was  undertaken,  four  years  ago,  in 
order  to  place  upon  record,  while  it  was  still  possible,  a 
complete  and  systematic  account  of  the  published  writings 
of  the  author  with  whose  work  it  deals.  A brief  “ Chrono- 
logical List,”  compiled  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Shepherd  (the  last 
edition  of  which  was  issued  in  l88i),  was  the  only  work  of 
the  kind  that  had  until  then  been  attempted ; and  it  was 
thought  that  a thoroughly  detailed  Bibliography,  arranged 
under  proper  divisions,  and  brought  up  to  date,  was  de- 
sirable, and  would  prov^e  acceptable  to  the  many  students 
of  Mr.  Ruskin’s  books,  as  well  as  useful  to  collectors 
of  their  various  editions.  That  such  was  the  case  was 
proved  by  the  fact  that  subscribers  for  the  whole  of  the  250 
copies  of  the  proposed  Bibliography  were  obtained  within 
one  month  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  prospectus. 

The  book  has  been  published  in  eighteen  Parts,  and 
issued — by  the  Compilers  themselves — to  subscribers  onl}'. 
It  was  estimated  at  first  that  eight  Parts,  of  thirty-two  pages 
each,  would  suffice  : but  so  many  and  so  varied  were  the 
minor  points  that  from  time  to  time  arose  that  the  eight 
Parts  had  increased  to  eighteen  (some  of  them  containing 
thirty-six,  and  some  even  forty  pages)  before  this  Preface 
could  be  penned.  To  the  Subscribers  thanks  are  due,  for 
without  their  support  the  Bibliography  could  not  hav'e  been 
produced.  The  Compilers  trust  that  the  work,  undertaken 
as  a labour  of  love,  will  fulfil  all  expectations  ; and  remain 
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a not  unworthy  record  of  the  literary  labours  of  the  great 
Art- Critic  and  Author. 

The  Bibliography  of  Ruskin  is  especially  interesting  ; 
firstly,  by  reason  of  the  unusual  method  of  publication 
conceived  and  adopted  by  him  ; and  secondly,  from  the 
gradual  and  apparently  unsystematic  manner  in  which  so 
many  of  his  books  were  slowly  given  to  the  world.  The 
Two  Paths,  The  Crozvn  of  Wild  Olive,  and  other  works 
equally  well-known,  are  cases  in  point.  Delivered  in  the 
first  instance  as  more  or  less  unconnected  Lectures,  some- 
times printed  as  such  ; they  were  subsequently  collected 
and  revised — frequently  re-written,  and  ultimately  arranged 
into  the  volumes  with  which  we  have  now  become  so 
familiar.  So  little  known  was  the  genesis  even  of  Sesame 
and  Lilies — the  most  widely  popular  of  all  Mr.  Ruskin’s 
books — that  not  until  February  of  the  present  year  did  it 
become  generally  known  that  The  Queens  Gardens  had 
been  printed  apart  in  pamphlet  form.  In  the  case  of  no 
other  author  is  there  so  much  reason  for  the  collection 
and  preservation  of  each  item  in  its  original  state.  Mr. 
Ruskin’s  practice  of  choosing  the  form  in  which  his  works 
were  to  appear  has  long  been  well-known,  and  many 
interesting  notes  will  be  found  in  these  pages  regarding 
the  printing  and  illustrating  of  the  books,  and  the  orna- 
mentation of  their  bindings. 

Although  styled  “ A Complete  Bibliography,”  it  claims 
to  be  so  only  as  regards  the  subjects  with  which  it  deals. 
American  editions  of  Mr.  Ruskin’s  books  have  not  been 
included,  although  at  the  outset  it  was  intended  to  give 
them  a place  in  this  work.  The  decision  to  omit  all 
reference  to  them  was  arrived  at,  partly  on  account  of  the 
piratical  nature  of  most  of  these  publications,  and  partly 
by  reason  of  the  impossibility  of  giving  anything  like  a 
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complete  and  perfect  list  of  them.  Their  absence,  how- 
ever, need  occasion  no  regret.  Mr.  Ruskin  has  repeatedly 
expressed  his  dislike  of  the  American  editions  of  his 
works,  and  has  again  and  again  refused  to  sanction  the 
introduction  of  examples  of  such  issues  into  this  country.* 

Many  important  and  interesting  facts  have  been  collected 
and  recorded  in  these  volumes, — facts  which  in  a few  years’ 
time  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  obtain.  These  will 
be  found  embodied  in  the  Notes  appended  to  the  various 
items.  For  the  purposes  of  the  Bibliography  the  Com- 
pilers have  seen  and  examined  every  edition  of  every  work 
described  therein.  To  obtain  these  has  of  itself  necessi- 
tated considerable  search.  Additional  information  has 
also  been  eagerly  sought,  and  no  conceivable  source — 
likely  or  unlikely — has  been  neglected  ; the  result  being 
that  many  facts,  which  otherwise  would  have  escaped 
notice,  have  been  brought  to  light.  The  dates  of  delivery 
of  the  many  Lectures  have  been  obtained  after  much 
difficulty  ; and  the  exact  date  of  publication,  and  number 
of  copies  printed,  of  nearly  every  edition  has  been 
furnished.  . 

The  following  is  the  General  Arrangement  of  the 
Contents  of  the  Bibliography: — 

Part  I — Editiones  Principes,  &c. 

This  part  contains  a full  account  of  every  book  Written, 
Edited,  or  Prefaced  by  Mr.  Ruskin,  together  with  a 
summary  of  his  Collected  Works ; also  a list  of  the 
various  Selections  which  from  time  to  time  have  been 
extracted  from  them.

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Part  II — First  Appearances  of  Separate  Pieces, 
BEING  Mr.  Ruskin’s  Contributions  to  Periodical 
Literature, 

The  special  feature  of  this  Division  of  the  Bibliography 
is  the  List  of  Lectures,  Addresses,  and  Speeches  delivered 
by  Professor  Ruskin,  arranged  chronologically,  with  par- 
ticulars of  their  subsequent  publication.  Mr.  Sydney  C. 
Cockerell  rendered  great  help  in  the  Compilation  of  this  list. 

Part  III. — Ruskiniana. 

The  collection  and  arrangement  of  the  list  of  Ruskiniana 
entailed  considerable  research,  and  much  trouble.  This 
can  well  be  understood  when  it  is  stated  that  every  item 
mentioned  was  handled,  and  its  particulars  verified,  before 
being  included.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  part  has  been 
divided  into  two  portions, — Division  A,  Complete  Volumes 
of  Biography  and  Criticism  ; and  Division  B,  Reviews  and 
Criticisjns  contained  in  Books  and  Magazines.  This  dis- 
tinction is  entirely  arbitrary,  many  of  the  items  in  Division 
B being  of  greater  importance  than  some  of  those  in 
Division  A ; but  it  was  thought  desirable  to  keep  publica- 
tions treating  wholly  of  Mr.  Ruskin  separate  from  those 
occupied  mainly  with  other  subjects. 

In  the  compilation  of  the  Minor  Ruskiniana  much  help 
was  rendered  by  the  loan,  from  Mr.  A,  D.  O.  Wedderburn,  of 
a large  scrap-book  filled  with  cuttings  from  newspapers, 
extending  from  1835  to  1864.  This  collection  had  been 
formed  by  Mr.  Ruskin’s  father  (Mr.  John  James  Ruskin), 
and  from  it  many  of  the  earliest  reviews  of  Mr.  Ruskin’s 
works  have  been  noted  in  the  Bibliography.  Assistance 
in  this  division  was  also  given  by  many  of  the  Subscribers, 
who  kindly  furnished  lists  of  the  Ruskiniana  known  to 
them. 
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Appendices. 

The  Bibliography  has  been  brought  up  to  date  by  the 
Addenda  contained  in  Appendix  I.  The  Chronological 
List,  forming  Appendix  II,  will  enable  the  student  to 
observe  at  a glance  what  work  has  been  put  forth  by  Mr. 
Ruskin  at  any  particular  period  of  his  life.  Additional 
Notes,  List  of  Errata,  and  an  Index  conclude  the  work. 

The  Portrait  of  Mr.  Ruskin,  which  is  given  as  a 
frontispiece  to  Vol.  I.,  has  been  specially  prepared  for  the 
Bibliography  by  the  Swan  Electric  Engraving  Co,  from  a 
photograph,  taken  on  July  20th,  1882,  by  Messrs.  Elliott 
and  Fry. 

The  task  of  the  Compilers,  although  sometimes 
arduous  and  frequently  perplexing,  has  been  rendered  a 
pleasant  one  by  the  kind  and  ready  help  received  from 
many  of  the  Subscribers,  as  well  as  from  other  friends. 
The  List  of  Mr.  Ruskin’s  Writings,  made  by  Mr.  R.  H. 
Shepherd,  mentioned  above,  was  of  considerable  assist- 
ance, and  the  Editor  desires  to  acknowledge  the  use  that 
has  been  made  of  that  compilation.  Mr.  George  Allen  of 
Orpington,  Mr.  Ruskin’s  publisher  for  the  last  twenty 
years,  has  spared  no  pains  to  afford  all  the  information 
that  was  required.  Interesting  notes  respecting  Plates, 
and  facts  not  usually  given  in  a bibliography,  such  as 
the  exact  date  of  publication,  and  number  of  copies 
printed,  were  furnished  by  Mr.  Allen  regarding  every 
edition  published  by  him.  The  Compilers  are  greatly  in- 
debted to  Mr.  Allen  for  devoting  so  much  of  his  time  and 
personal  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  Bibliography. 
It  is  also  with  Mr.  Allen’s  generous  permission  that  many 
passages,  extracts  from  copyright  works,  have  been 
printed  in  these  pages. 
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Messrs.  Smith,  Elder  and  Co.  have  also  rendered  most 
valuable  aid  by  supplying  the  dates  of  publication,  and 
other  particulars  of  issue,  of  books  published  by  them. 
This  has  only  been  done  at  the  cost  of  much  time  and 
labour  entailed  by  the  searching  of  old  ledgers,  &c.,  con- 
taining the  records  of  their  house. 

Mr.  Wedderburn,  the  editor  of  Arrows  of  the  Chace, 
On  the  Old  Road,  &c.,  placed  his  fine  Ruskin  library  at 
the  service  of  the  Compilers,  and  rendered  great  assist- 
ance throughout  by  reading  the  proofs  of  each  Part,  and 
offering  valuable  suggestions.  He  also  supplied  much 
useful  information,  and  the  Chronological  List  was  mainly 
his  work. 

To  Mr.  Sydney  C.  Cockerell  the  Compilers  are  also 
greatly  indebted  for  reading  the  proofs,  and  giving  advice. 
His  co-operation  in  the  preparation  of  the  List  of  Lec- 
tures was  especially  valuable. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Cook,  author  of  Studies  in  Ruskin;  Mr. 
W.  G.  Collingwood,  author  of  The  Life  and  Work  of  fohn 
Ruskin ; Mr.  William  Ward  of  Richmond  ; Mr.  William 
Walker,  for  many  years  Auditor  of  the  Accounts  of  St. 
George’s  Guild  ; Mr.  Henry  T.  Wharton  ; Miss  E.  Orton 
of  Hastings  ; Mr.  R.  A.  Potts ; Mr.  H.  Buxton  Forman  ; 
Mr.  Walter  B.  Slater ; Mr.  J.  Dykes  Campbell  of  St_ 
Leonards-on-Sea  ; Mr.  W.  Hepworth  ; and  Mr.  R.  F. 
Butler — all  possessing  valuable  and  extensive  collections  of 
Mr.  Ruskin’s  books — lent  the  Compilers  whatever  editions 
they  required,  and  assisted  them  in  various  ways  in  the 
completion  of  this  work. 

The  Compilers  have  also  to  thank  Dr.  F.  J.  Furnivall, 
who  furnished  many  facts  relating  to  Mr.  Ruskin’s  con- 
nection with  the  Working  Men’s  College,  and  the  publi- 
cation of  The  Nature  of  Gothic;  Mr.  W.  G.  Kingsland, 
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for  reading  the  proofs  for  printers’  errors,  &c.  ; 
Mr,  John  Taylor,  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Bristol  Free 
Library,  for  assistance  in  preparing  the  list  of 
Ruskiniana  ; Mr.  William  White,  Curator  of  The 
Ruskin  Museum,  Sheffield  ; Mr.  R.  B.  Adam,  of  Buffalo ; 
Mr.  J.  O.  Wright,  of  New  York;  Mr.  John  Morgan,  of 
Aberdeen  ; Mr.  C.  Parker,  of  Oxford ; Mr.  Bertram 
Dobell ; and  many  others  ; for  help  given  in  one  way  or 
another.  The  Library  of  the  British  Museum — and,  in  a 
lesser  degree,  the  Guildhall  Library — were  often  used  ; and 
the  courtesy  of  those  in  charge  of  these  institutions  was 
greatly  appreciated. 

In  conclusion  the  Compilers  beg  that  the  Subscribers, 
or  others  interested  in  Mr.  Ruskin’s  writings,  will  advise 
them  of  any  error  or  omission  which  may  be  discovered 
in  this  work.  Possibly  at  some  future  date  a Supplement 
may  be  prepared,  or  a new  edition  of  the  Bibliography 
may  be  issued.
